The law requires that, in the event of 
death ef a candidate hefome the date of 
the election and after the voting pa- 
pers have been printed, there shall be 
printed and supplied to each precinct 
pasters upon which are printed the name 
of the original nominee. 

Although in the case of the Thomas 
Jefferson Democracy's ticket, the per- 
son substituted was of the same name 
as the candidate who died, Henry 
George, the election board held that 
the letter of the law should be ob- 
served and pasters were ordered printed 
and distributed in the prescribed man- 
ner. As already stated the distribu- 
tion was not done in all cases, and con- 
sequently many voters were under the 
necessity of writing fn the name of 
the second Henry George or voting the 
ticket as it stood, neither of which, 
it is claimed, was a literal compliance 
with the law.

Wolcott fell considerably, while George 
‘Fred Williams, tke Democratic leader, 
also suffered, but not nearly as much. 
Last year the Republicans, after a vig- 
orous campaign on national issues, 
rolled up a vote of 258,000, but such 
was the lack of interest this year that 
the vote fell to 174,000, a plurality of 
85,000 over Williams.‘ The Democrats, 
pursuing a more vigorous course, re- 
ceived 79,000 votes, as compared with 
103,000 last year. , 

There will be four less Republicans 
in the next House than in 1897. As the 
Republican. majority .will be about 
138,000, the few defeats will.-make no

Eleven Women Brave Alaskan Win- 
ters That They May Convert 
and Teach the Indians. 


HOPE FOR SUFFERING MINERS. 


HOSPITAL TO BE BUILT AT DAW- 
SON CITY. 


The Sisters Preparing to Nurse the 
Sick and Relieve the Destitute. 
Their Self-denial in the 
Cause of Humanity. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE Of THE TIMES. } 
TACOMA (Wash.,) Oct. 28.—From 
the Yukon River comes a story of pri- 
vation and self-denial that differs ma- 
terially from the usual Klondike tale 
‘Wherein privation is part of the indi- 
vidual struggle for gold. Not to gather 
gold nor even seek it is the mission- of 
eleven. Sisters of the Ordex of St. Ann, 
Who have carried a message of love 
and helpfulness’ to 
Yukon, where, in the average breast, 
all such feelings are subordinated to 
a greedy thirst for richey, 
Nine®years ago Mother Superior Mary 
Stephen and Sisters Mary Joseph and 
Mary Seraphine decided that on the 


men’s souls and lives. They went up 
the river and established the Mission 
of the Holy Cross, situated 375 miles 
from: St. Michaels. Eight other sisters 
of the Order of St. Ann have joined 
them, Sisters Mary Benedict, Mary 
Damascene, Mary Antonio, Mary Paul- 
ine, Mary Winifred, Mary of the ‘Cross, 
Mary of the Passion, and Mary Mag- 
dalene. 

The primary object of the sisters, 
until the great rush of miners began 
a@ year ago, was to educate and cocn- 
vert the Indians. Gathering the In- 
dian children into the mission, the 
sisters endeavored, first, to see that 
they h sufficient food, and then to 


| teach them. This year they have forty 


under their control. While not original 
in anything, the Indians are imitative 
and some of them learn rapidly. Ex- 
perience has shown that, as a rule,.they 
are unappreciative and ungratefuP and 
the most untiring efforts of the sisters 
have not prevented their continuing to 
steal from one another. 

Sun-dried fish comprise the Indians’ 
chief diet. Usually they have no diffi- 
culty in-laying by a winter supply, but 
three years ago the summer’s .catch 


.Was very light and starvation stared 


them in the face. For months, during 
that long, cold winter, the Sisters of 
St. Ann denied themselves a part of 
their scanty stores to feed the children. 
Toward the @élose of winter food be- 
came so scarce that the children’s daily 


of fish. Their pinched faces so touched 
the hearts of the sisters that the lat- 
ter more than once added their own 
rations ‘td those of ‘the little ones. 
A quantity of flour belonging to the 
Alaska Commercial Company was 
stored at the mission that winter, but 
flour alone becomes indigestible, and 
makes a very hard diet. This flour, 


mission issued it to them in payment 

for cutting wood for the company. 
With the influx of miners to the

has been built at Dawson, which they 
will take charge of in the spring, and 
another will be erected at Rampart 
City.

Sister Mary Joseph, a native of Bel- 
gium, has not many: years to live, an 
operation performed ‘at San Francisco 
four years ago having failed to cure 
her malady. When told that the trip to 
Dawson meant possible death for her 
away from her beloved mission, she 
smiled and replied that it mattered not 
if she could accomplish some good. Be- 
sides, she said, her death would set a 
good example in a holy cause. 

Sister Mary Winifred and the Indian 
children maintain a garden at the Holy 
Cross Missign, raising cabbage, tur- 
nips, potatoes and other vegetables al- 
most as far north as the Arctic Circle. 
Some of the passengers who ascended 
the river in August and September can 
testify to the splendid quality of these 
vegetables, which, after their long 
period of canned-goods dieting, tasted 
better than any Thanksgiving dinner 
they had ever eaten. Beautiful flow- 
ers and a cow form the other chief lux- 
uries at the mission. The summer sun 
is so hot that the children go to bed be- 
tween 11 a.m. and 3 p.m.,and then, after

The sisters who started for Dawson 
were invited on the steamer to eat some 
apples. They accepted, remarking that 
as they had not seen an apple in four 
years they had almost forgotten how 
they tasted. Thereupon John Malone 
of Tacoma and David Argyle of San 
Francisco had their box of apples 
brought from the. upper deck and 
turned over to them. These two pas- 
sengers learned that the Holy Cross 
Mission had no brooms, much to the 
discomfiture of the Sisters. On return- 
jing to St. Michae! they bought a dozen 
for $18 and left them with Father Su- 
perior Cremont who agreed to get them 
overland to the mission by Christmas. 
Each of the Sisters will get a broom, 
and the twelfth was labeled “‘To sweep 
the way to Dawson with in the spring.” 
’ Sisters Mary Magdalene and Mary of 
the Cross joined the mission force last 
summer. Mary \Magdalene, aged 20, 
comes from Montreal, where, just pre- 
vious to starting, she took a two 
weeks’ course in dentistry.”

Machinery for the Big Treadwell. | 


{San Francisco Chronicle:] A meet- 
ing of thé leading owners of the Alaska 
Treadwéll mine was held in New York 
on October 22, when it was decided to 
expend $500,000 in making additional 
equipments to the property. Three hun- 
dred mare stamps will ‘be erected at the 
Treadwell, making 540 ‘in all. On the 
grounds of the Alaskg United, between 
the Treadwell and the Alaska Mexican, 
another mill of 120 stamps will be built 
for the use of the United and Mexican 
mines. New compressors for the Tread- 
well and the United are other improve- 
ments that have been decided upon: 

At present: the power for the 240 
stamps of the Treadwell and the Mexi- 
can plant is sufficient, but for the run- 
ning of the new machinery an electric 
‘transmission power plant, capable of 
operating 600 stamps, is to be erected 
beyond the Gastineaux channel. This 
work will be accomplished in the spring, 
and when completed it is estimated 
that the ore of the. Alaska Treadwell 
group can be mined and milled at a 
cost of less than.$1. An eight or ten- 
drill. compressor will also be placed 
next season on the Juneau mine in the 
Silver Bow district. ;

STRANGE DISEASE 


NARROW ESCAPE OF A BRITISH 
SHIP’S CREW. 
Captain’s Fear of Cannibals is All 


That Saved Them from Cer-_ 
‘tnin Death. 


TWO MATES DIED OF BERI-BERI 


CAPTAIN AND HIS SON SURVIV ED 
THE MALADY. 


Coroner’s Jary Says Miss Holywell 
Did not Commit Suicide—A Stage 
Robbery in Oregon—Sacra-_ 
mento City Election. 


(BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE. 

TACOMA (Wash.,) Nov. 2.—[Special 
Dispatch.] Capt. John Robbins of the 
British ship*Ancona, his son and the 
Ancona’s two mates, were aitacked 
by the mysterious disease beri-beri, last 
spring, while their ship was among the 
cannibal Solomon Islands, where she 
had been blown by a South Sea ty- 
phoon. ‘The .mates died and were 
buried at’ sea. Only fear of losing his 
ship and her crew among the canni- 
bals caused Capt. Robbins to keep 
his energies together and remain on 
deck. 

The doctors now tell him that had 
he gone to bed he also would have 
died. His:lower limbs are still par- 
tially paralyzed and his health is poor, 
| though he is gradually recovering. It 
was not until he reached Shanghai just 
previous to sailing from Tacoma that 
Capt. Robbins learned that the peculiar 
disease he ‘experienced was the al- 
most universally fatal beri-beri. 

Capt. Robbins’s. lower limbs first be- 
came numb and then greatly swollen. 
Shortly after his son, aged 21, had the 
same symptoms and soon— the mates 
were in a similar condition. They used 
every effort to reach the China coast, 
but adverse winds detained them a 
month and a half. The paralysis of 
their limbs gradually extended up- 
wards and frequently they would fall 
prostrate on the deck. Two weeks 
after his attack, the first mate went 


| to bed and three weeks later died. 


The other mate died ten days after. 
They suffered no severe pain, but grad- 
ually wasted away and became mere 
skeletons. 

Capt. Robbins says it required su- 
perhuman efforts to keep about and 
}compel his son to do likewise. They 
would fall down from weakness and 
could not get up for hours. Their peril- 
ous positions, he says, required enough 
activity to save them. 

The cannibal islanders surrounded 
the Ancona in boats and once thought 
they would board her. As the crew 
could not navigate the vessel alone in 
those strange waters, the death of the 
captain would have meant their cap- 
ture and a feast. for the . cannibals. 
The Ancona’s crew was not affected. 

The doctors do not know’ the origin 
of this disease, 
in food. Dr. Miles of Shanghai has 
known of beri-beri for twenty years 
and physicians believe the Ancona’s 
supplies must have been contaminated 
They were 
taken on at New York and the ship 
had been out 200 days; her@fficers were 
well-provided with fruits.*. Beri-beri 
usually attacks Europeans in foreign 
lands and seldom affects Chinese or 
other natives.

WEATHER AND CROPS, 


Everything ts in Good Shape Ex- 
cept Second-Crop Raisine. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 2.—The fol- 
lowing is a summary of the crop bulle- 
tin issued by the Weather Bureau for 
the week ending November 1: 

The weather has been generally dry, 
with temperatures nearly ndrmal. The 
precipitation was below the normal. 

In the northern part of the State and 
the Sacramento Valley, the weather has 
been favorable for oranges and olives. 
The former are beginning to color and 
the olives are being harvested. Both 
crops will probably be large. The rain 
at the end of last week has been of 
great value to the farmers who arenow 
plowing, and grain will soon be largely 
planted. Pasturage is much improved. 
In some localities, however, more rain 
is needed, and farmers are sowing 
wheat on summer-fallowed land. The 
season is favorable on the whole § for 
farm work, with prospects of a large 
amount of grain. 

In the southern portion of the State 
and in the San Joaquin Valley, the rain 
damaged grapes, though less than at 
first supposed. Warnings of the rain 
led to general stacking, and_ raisins 
were saved from what otherwise would 
have been extensive injury. As it is, 
some growers insist that a large por- 
tion of the crop has been damaged, and 
while admitting that the crop was 
stacked in time, claim that dampness 
will cause half-dried fruit to mold. 
Second crop of raisins will be of little 
value except for wineries. 


COMMERCIAL WAR. 


San Francisco Merchants’ Getting. 
Jealous of Los Angeles. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 2.—The.gen- 
eral committee of the Merchants’ 
Freighting Association has appointed 
sub-committees to waif on the whole- 
sale grocers, dry goods merchants and 
manufacturers and jobbers of wood 
and willow wares to formally ask their 
aid in the movement to secure cheaper 
transportation to Coast points. It is 
not the desire of this organization, says 
one of the leaders of the association, to 
wage a commercial war against Los 
Angeles to the south and Portland, Ta- 
coma and Seattle in the north, but to 
combine the commercial interests of 
the Pacific Coast against St. Paul, St. 
Louis, Omaha’ and Chicago houses, 
which, with the assistance of the rail- 
roads, are taking the trade from the 
center where it naturally belongs. 
More than $80,000 have already been 
subscribed to further the work of the 

association. 


SURPRISING VERDICT, 


Coroner’s Juary Says Mins Holywell 
Did Not Commit Suicide. 
[ASSUCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

BERKELEY, Nov. 2.—The 
‘jury in the case of- Anna Holywell, 
the young University student, tonight 
returned a verdict attributing her 
death to an accident in taking an 
overdose of morphine. Coroner Bald- 
win of Alameda county declared that 
if it were a criminal case he would 
not accept the verdict. It was proved 
that the Blythe telegram was sent by 
the girl herself. The original was 
produced by W. J. Martin, manager of 
the Western Union Telegraph  Com- 
pany. It was written in the dead 
girl’s hand. Another important bit of 
evidence was the discovery in the girl's 
room of a red lead pencil which made 
marks identical with the writing found 
on the upper left-hand corner of the 
black-bordered . envelope, which’ con- 
tained the letter signed Elis R.. King. 
There the depressed student had writ- 
ten with the colored lead: ‘‘Please de- 
liver without delay.” 

The evidence of suicide seemed con- 
clusive and the verdict was a surprise.

tle.) Im well-informed cirgles here it 
is not believed that Spain has gigned 
the contracts referred to in the Daily 
Chronicle today as having been con- 
cluded last week with an important 
firm of British shipbuilders by which 
Spain acquires some cruisers, armed 
with quick-firing guns, which the firm 
had nearly completed for another gov- 
ernment, It is known that the Spanish 
government recently endeavored to 
purchase warships from British ship- 
builders, but the negotiations failed 
on account of Spain's inability to pay 
cash, and it was understood her 
agents began looking for bargains in 
Warships which other countries were 
building. 
Some of these countries are building 
ships in England, among them being 
Chile, and it is supposed the govern- 
ment of that republic is willing to 
transfer to Spain three cruisers which 
have been practically completed by the 
Armstrongs. The latter, however, are 
only willing.to sell the three — 
to Spain for cash. 
The Thompsons finished six sabi 
boat destroyers for Spain a year ago. 
The firm delivered two of the boats 
and is holding the others under the 
pretext of finishing them. but the gen- 
eral supposition is that the Thompsons 
are really holding the destroyers for 
payment. One of the foremost finan- 
ciers of this country asserts that Spain 
is unable to raise more money abroad, 
and it is thought unlikely that she y, 
can procure warships on the promise 
of paying for them by money she may 
raise later on by internal loans. 
This refers to the statement of the 
Daily Chronicle that when.the question 
of finance was raised by the construc- 
tors of cruisers which Spain would 
like to purchase, the Spanish Minister 
of Marine said that in the event of. 
war the Spanish government could 
‘count upon raising a large internal 
war loan. 
AMBASSADOR WHITE’ S VIEWS.

PROSPECTS FOR PEACE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


MADRID, Nov. 2.—Marshal Blanco, 
the new captain-general of Cuba, has 
sent a cable message to the Spanieh 
government saying he has f ed a 
favorable opinion regarding tHe pros- 
pects for the pacification of Cuba. 

A semi-official note was circulated 
today, giving a more exact indication 
of the contents of the Spanish note 
in reply to the communication of the . 
United States on the subject of Cuba ‘ 
than has hitherto been published. 

The first part of the reply is a para- 
phrase of the latest note of the United 
States. It concludes with the assur- 
ance that Spain is animated by the 
same friendly feeling as is expressed 
on behalf of the United States. 

The second part of the reply goes 
into elaborate details concerning the 
various filibustering expeditions. 
Spain, in concluding that portion of. 
her reply to the United States, ex- 
pressea the hove that this phase of the 
situation will be changed and that the 
United States will try to prevent fur- 
ther violations of the international 
laws. 

Replying to the offer of mediation 
made by the United States, Spain 
says she hopes the United States will 
| act “loyally and correctly in helping 
' Spain to pacifiy Cuba, especially in 
view of the fact that such an extended 
form of autonomist government is 
about to be sincerely granted.” 

The general feeling here is hope- 
ful of a peaceful outcome of the situa- 
tion, especially since Marshal Blanco’s 
arrival in Havana, as it is believed 
that his presence will greatly further 
the solving of the Cuban problem. ‘At 
the same time, it is pointed out that 
the submission of the insurgents can- 
not be expected “unless they are en-. 
tirely abandoned by the United 
States.”

It is barely pos- 
sible, though not really probable, that 
Henry George would have been elected 
had not death claimed him for its own

ination of Henry George, Jr., to suc- 
ceed his father on the ticket, was a 
shrewd move on the part of the “Jef- 
fersonian” managers, but even they 
did not have the hardihood to believe 
that the young man would command 
anything like so large a vote as would 
have been given to his father. The re- 
sult of the election shows that a very

“no doubt, going to Van Wyck. 


The expected has happened. Tam- 
many has once more gained the as- 
cendency in New York. And not only 
has Tammany gained control of the 
government of New York proper, but 
the city of Brooklyn, by reason of its 
consolidation with New York, has been 
brought under the paw of the Tiger. 

All this is deplorable, if not calami- 
tous. The return of Tammany to 
power will mean the revival of all that 
is bad in municipal government. un- 
less—which is improbable—the unspeak- 
able old Tiger has been chastened by 
adversity into some approximation to 
political decency. It will be’ one of the 
surprises of the age if the administra- 
tion of ‘Van Wyck should prove to be 
clean, Wholesome, conservative and 
businesslike.

The results of the elections, outside 
of Grgater New York, were, on” the 
whole, as favorable to the Republicans 
as they could reasonably have expected 
Comparisons 
of this year’s vote with that of last 
year are manifestly unfair, as the Pres- 
idential election always calls out a 
large vote, while that of the year suc- 
ceeding is almost invariably light.

THE HITCHING ORDINANCE. 
After much .wrangling and no little 
delay, the City Council on Monday 
passed the compromise hitching ordi- 
nance, which provides that no hitching 
shall be permitted in the business seo- 
tion of the city (naming the streets) 


between 7 a.m. and 6 p.m., but making 


no provision that hackmen shall keep 
the streets about their stands in a 
cleanly condition. This’ was an over- 
sight, and it should be provided for by 
future enactment, as it is clearly the 
duty of those given privileges on pub- 
lic property to preserve those privi- 
leges free of nuisance or other offense. 
And we understand that th@ hackmen 
are not averse to doing this.. _ 
It looks also.as if there might be a 


joker in the ordinance as passed. The 


first section of the enactment provides 
clearly that there shall be no hitch- 
ing whatever, during daylight hours, 
within the limits of certain territory 
Clearly described; but the second sec- 
tion makes it unlawful for any person 
having vehicles for hire to permit them 
to. stand on the street between 7 a.m. 
and 6 p.m.—this section to take effect 
January 1, 1898. In other words, it looks 
to the lay mind as if the entire ordi- 
nance was invalidated by this second 
section, at least until January 1. At 
least the second section is plainly in- 
consistent with the first section. 

As the ordinance stands, it. is am- 
biguous—unnecessarily so—and if there 
is anything in the way of “funny bus- 
iness” in it the Council (which, to the 
credit of its respectable end, has taken 
hold of this important matter in 4 
manful way,) should at once reconsider 
the proposition and make it clear. If 
it is intended that the hacks shall be 
prohibited at once from occupying the 
principal streets, the ordinance ¢hould 
say so. If, on the contrary, the purpose 
is to give them two months’ grace, as 
is apparently attempted in this rather 
confusing and obscure. instrument 
which the Council has adopted, that 
privilege should be olearly set out in 
both sections. 

Of course the unspeakable Hutchi-. 
son had to make a motion to refer the 
ordinance back to the Board of ,Pub- 
lic Works, but, quite as usual, the 
small tail was unable to wag the dog. 
Having gotten so nearly to what the 
people demand in the way of a -hitch- 
ing ordinance, the Council ought to 
pursue the matter until it is in’ such 
shape that it shall be free of ambigu- 
ity and enforceable according to all its 
terms and provisions, 

This ordinance, while it is not illib- 
eral to the hackmen—giving them the 
right to occupy the near-in. cross 
streets, easily accessible from the main 
thoroughfares—is a vast deal better 
than none, i.e., provided it be not 
made abortive by the manner in which 
it is drawn, and we shall shortly see 
the. streets to their full length, instead 
of witnessing them in the condition of 
hitching racks at camp meeting, for 
which the populace has reason to feel 
joyful with exceeding great joy. 


Now that there is a lingering hope 
that Spring and Main streets are to 
be repaved, the powers that be ought 
to turn the searchlight of their atten- 
tion upon that thoroughfare of awful- 
ness known as Sixth street. Being the 
only cross street in town to be paved 
with bitumen. West of Broadway an 
extraordinary amount of traffic was 
forced upon it, and thus the paving. 
which was never any too good, was 
soon worn in such a manner as to 
make the street almost impassable. At 
this time Sixth streét is “dangerous,” 
and until it is repaved ‘the authorities 
would be warranted in placing warn- 
ings to that effect at Broadway and 
Figueroa, giving the daring “traveler 
on his way” fair warning of the pit- 
falls and peril that he may expect to 
encounter should he dare a passage 
along its bumps, gullies, holes and 
hillocks. Let us have Sixth street re- 
paved, too!

WANTED $100,000 PER WEEK. 

The Amalgamated Society of Engi- 
neers of London, Eng., is making fran- 
tic appeals through the secretary, G. N. 
Barnes, for financial aid in the fight 
which the organization is waging 
against employers. Circulars have 
been sent, presumably, to all parts of 
the United States, begging contribu- 
tions to carry on the contest, which has 
lasted over four months. One of these 
circulars has reached The Times, with 
a@ request that it be published in full. 
Its great length, its incoherency, its in- 
defensibility, and its general jack of in- 
terest ‘precludes compliance with the 
request. It may be noted in passing, 


quests that the sum of $100,000 per 
week be contributed to meet the re- 
quirements of the striking engineers, A 
mere bagatelle, of course, amounting 
to only $5,200,000 per year; yet even 
$5,200,000 would buy a _ considerable 
quantity of bacon and potatoes if judi- 
ciously expended. 

_In the course of the circular, G. N. 
Barnes, secretary, tells of the terrible 
practices resorted to by employers. He 
says: 

“On their own side the masters have 


5,029 } been fighting with relentless cruelty. 


One employer showed me four letters 
received in one day from firms with 
whom he did business, refusing to give 
him further orders unless he joined the 
Federatién. With tears in his eyes he 
told me that he would either have to 
enter the bankruptcy court or with- 
draw: the concession of a shorter day 
granted to his employés. A week later 
he ranged himself with the Federation 
forces,” 

It “goes without saying” that it was 
very reprehensible on the part of the 
masters to take measures for com- 
pelling some of their weak-kneed 
brethren to “stand in” with the major- 
ity in the fight. Any employer who sees 
fit to yield to the demands of the 
strikers should of course be at liberty 
to do so. But how about the employés? 
It’s an extremely poor rule that won't 
work both ways. If individual employ- 
ers are.to enjoy full liberty of action, 
is it wrong that individual employés 
should enjoy the same privilege? Yet 


who refuses to join the strikers, and 
persists in working, is liable to be mal- 
treated or killed, and is sure to be 
treatedas an outcast. How many times, 
in labor strikes, have honest workmen 
told their employers, “‘with-tears in 
their eyes,’”’ that they would willingly 
return to work if they dared? And in 
how many instances have these hon- 
est employés been compelled against 
their will to continue in the ranks of 
strikers? Is it any worse for employ- 
ers to use compulsion against recalci- 
trant members of their organizations 
than it ig for employés to pursue simi- 
lar tactics? In both cases the practice 
is reprehensible, but “what is sauce for 
the goose is sauce for the gander.” 

It is possible that the workingmen 
of the United States will send $100,000 
per week to the London strikers, but it 
is not probable. Some contributions 
will, no doubt, be sent, however, by 
men whose families need the money to 
buy bread and clothing more than the 
London strikers need it to continue the 
strike,

As soon 
as he told the agent of the company 
where he worked, he was informed 
that the premium would be three times 
as great as that charged to men who 
work in dynamite factories. He was 
unable to afford this heavy strain on 
his slender resources, and his family is 
consequently suffering untold anxiety 
until he returns home safe, every day, 
from his work. ,. 

When that celebrated foundation was 
laid under one of the Times presses, 
composed of rocks and “mer?ffeTitoes 
from all parts of the world, another ob- 
ject was deposited there, of which noth- 
ing has been said by. The Times. It 
was the body of an unfortunate re- 
porter, who had incurred the enmity of 
Otis, because he abbreviated the word 
California as ‘‘Calif.”” By orders of the 
editor of The Times he was put to 
death by three of his fellows, and his 
body deposited among the press-foun- 
dation rocks. The three men who killed 
him were then forced to dip their 
hands in his blood, and swear that they 
would nevér betray the secret, after 
which their salaries were raised a dol- 
lar week, each. 

It has been noticed that citizens who 
have incurred the enmity of the editor 
of The Times, for various causes, have 
frequently disappeared in a mysterious 
manner, and have never been heard of 
since. There is a trap. door in the cor- 
ner of the basement, which explains 
these mysterious disappearances. Un- 
der pretext of showing them-a new de- 
vice in the pressroom, Otis veigies 
these men into the. basemert, where, 
upon’ stepping on the trap door, they

The dog had become 
so accustomed to human flesh that he 
refused to eat anything else, and had 
to be sent away into the country. . 

How long will the brave and inde- 
pendent citizens of Los Angeles con- 
tinue to permit such an awful condi- 
tion of things to go on in our midst, un- 
checked? Let the law be invoked! Let 
the militia be called out, if necessary, 
to uproot this den of iniquity, beside 
which the underground torture cham- 
bers of the Spanish Inquisition seem 
like the comfortable cellar of a German 
beer garden. 

{The above report is grossly exagger- 
ated. We object to this constant mis- 
representation. It can be shown, to the 
satisfaction of any fair-minded person, 
that all the killings that have taken 
place in the Times Building up to date 
have been thoroughly justifiable. The 
case referred to, of the reporter who 
abbreviated California to ‘“Calif.’”’ was 
an especialy aggravating one. By 
rights he should have been tortured be- 
fore being killed, but he was let off 
with the simple death penalty. In- 
stead of every brick and stone in the

COL. CHARD DEAD. 


Became Famous by His Defense of 
Rorkes Drift. 
[ASSULJATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


LONDON, Nov. 2.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] John Rouse Meriotte Chard, V.C., 
the hero of the famous defense of 
Rorkes Drift, South Africa, in Janu- 
ary, 1879, died at Taunton yesterday 
evening. 

Col. Chard was born in 1847, and ob- 
tained his commission in the Royal En- 
gineers in 1868. As a lieutenant he went 
to Natal early in January, 1879, and on 
January 22 was left in charge of the 
commissariat post at Rorkes Drift, 
with eighty men of the Hightieth Regi- 
ment of infantry. 

Seeing that an attack upon the post 
was imminent, Lieut. Chard caused a 
barricade to be hastily’ thrown up, the 
Boers using the commissariat stores for 
this purpose and building the breast- 
works partly under fire. Soon after 
dark the post was attacked by about 
3000 Zulus, and the fighting lasted the 
greater part of the night. 

Six times the Zulus succeeded in forc- 
ing their way inside the barricade, but 
they were each time driven out at the 
point of the bayonet. At dawn the next 
day the post was relieved by a British 
force, and.351 dead Zulus were counted 
near the barricade, while the number 
killed after that attack was estimated 
to be about 1000. It was generally ad- 
mitted at the time that the defense of 
Rorkes Drift was the means of saving 
Greytown and Helpmaker, as well as 
securing time for the bringing about of 
a retreat for the main column. 


West Afriean Warfare. 


LONDON, Nov. 2.—A. special dis- 
patch from Paris, published here today, 
says that West African advices’ re- 
ceived at the French capital report the 
defeat of the Baribas tribesmen of the 
British expédition sent into the Tagos 
Hinterland. It is semi-officially pointed 
out here that this report from West 
Africa is probably another version of 
the fighting which occurred early in 
October, when Capt. Humphrey, com- 
manding a British force, routed the 
Baribas, killing 300 of them with the 
loss ef*only six Haussas. 


El Capitan’s Voyage. 

LONDON, ._Nov. 2.—The American

A CHINESE LEGEND. 


Origin... of the Verses That Appear 
Lottery Tickets. 

According to Chinese tradition, once 
upon a time an Emperor, wishing that 
a better book should be adopted for 
the instruction’ of his people, asked if 
there was any one of his counsellors 
that could get it up, and one of his 
concubines, being an enemy of one of 
the counsellors, suggested that this 
counsellor should complete the book in 
one night, under pain of death. The 
order of the Emperor, acting upon this 
woman’s advice, had to be obeyed. The 
book had to contain 1000 aracters, 
and no two characters should be alike. 
The wretched counsellor worked 
through the night untN nearly dawn 
and then he stopped, finding he had 
only 920 characters completed. Then 
his wife, whom he called to his rescue, 
said to him, having read the 920 char- 
acters through, ‘‘Why my dear, you 
have not begun yet,” and wishing to 
save her husband’s life, sat down and 
wrote the eighty characters which ap- 
pear on Chinese lottery blanks’ and 
placed them at the head of the 920 . 
characters. At the palace the ‘next 
morning the Emperor did not recog- 
nize the man at first, his hair having 
turned white from the terrible strain 
he was under the night before. This 
work is now adopted as a standard 
school book and used in all oe 
schools. 

The characters on lottery blanks were 
translated yesterday by the Chinese in- 
terpreter of the Police Court.

It was 11 
o’clock to the minute when Master in 
Chancery Cornish mounted the stone

sale and the description of the prop- 
erty. 

This consumed just thirty-six min- 
utes, and he then read the same notice 
of protest from the Union Pacific Den- 
ver ang Gulf road against the sale of 
two miles of track of the Cheyenne and 
‘Northern road, which is claimed by the 
Union Pacific, Denver and Gulf, and 
the Union Pacific, that he — yester- 
day.

The report cited the order of sale is- 
sued by Judge Sanborn, and, in accord- 
ance with the, provisions of ‘that order, 
‘mentions that rep ntatives of the 
purchasers deposited with the master, 
within the proper time, a ‘certified 
check for $2,000,000, as a guarantee on 
the bid for the property and another 
certified check for $1,364,525 to cover the 
sale of the sinking-fund bonds. The 
master says that when the property 
was offered for sale Louis Fitzgerald 
and Alvin W. Krech, representing’ the 
purchasers, offered $39, 883,281.87 for the 
railroad and its franchises, and $13,645,- 
250 for the sinking-fund bonds; that 
these bids were the only ones offered, 
and were accepted, the agents for the 
purchasers depositing with the master 
a certified check for $4,100,000, to guar- 
antee the ‘fulfillment of the bids.

GOODRICH LOCK HORNS. 


Goodrich Requests an Explanation, 
Which He Failed to Receive. 
Aftermath in the Blackman De- 
fense Matter. 


A matter suike up in Department 
One yesterday which was not on the 
calendar, but all interested parties 
were present. They were Judge Smith 
and Attorney Ben Goodrich. The latter

The court had just ordered that e

“Your Honor, from verbal‘and writ- | 
ten reports of your’ remarks yesterday 
relative to my retirement from the 
Biackman case, I have become satisfied 
that a misapprehension exists in your 
mind. More than ten days ago I no- 
tified Mr. Blackman that I would with- 
draw from his case unless certain con- 
ditions of payment were complied with. 
He evidently paid no attention to my 
ultimatum and my withdrawal fol- 
lowed.” 

Judge Smith interrupted the attorney 
With the statement that the court did 
not know of any disagreement regard- 
ing fees nor of his having withdrawn 
fr om the case. 

“Well, I can’t help that, Your Honor,” 
replied Goodrich. 

“But I can,’ returned the court. “I 
Want it understood that no trifling will 
be tolerated here. When you made up 
your mind to withdraw from the case 
it was your duty to so inform this 
court, and not wait and let the case 
con?t® up. for trial before your action is 
made known. Under the circumstauces 
I was obliged to continue a case that 
had been allowed a full week upon the 
calendar, although this court has more 
work in sight than it can very well at- 
tend to.”’ 

Attorney Goodrich took exception to 
Judge Smith's ruling that he should 
have announced his withdrawal. “Had 
I been appointed by the court,’’ he con- 
tinued, “it would have been a different 
matter. I then would have felt under 
special obligations. As it is, I think 
your criticigm of my conduct is un- 
just.” 

“Now, Mr. Goodrich, I am-not going 
to allow yqu or any one else to come 
here and criticise this court,” Judge 
Smith replied.

UNDER DIVORCE. 


Judge Allen Renders a Decision in 
Favor of the Wife, ? 


Judge Allen handed down a decision 
yesterday in the Underwood divorce 
case, submitted upon briefs several 
weeks ago, a decree being granted to 
Catherine Underwood from her hus- 
band, William, on a charge of cruelty. 

The answer denied the allegations in 
the complaint and set up a prior di- 
voree having been granted in Arkan- 
sas. Says the court: “Assuming, as 
we must, in the absence of evidence, 
_that the laws'‘of Arkansas are similar 
to those of this State, the record shows 
that the Arkansas court never had jur- 
isdiction over the plaintiff in the di- 
vorce proceeding instituted there, and 
the decree as to her Was a nullity.”’ 

Relative to the property, Judge Allen 
hefd that it had always belonged to 
Mrs. Underwood, and therefore would 
be awarded to her. 

From the papers filed in the case it 
appears that the couple were married 
in Massachusetts: in 1865. After having 
lived together they were divorced, the 
husband praying for and receiv ing a 
decree. Subsequently a recopciliation 
was effected, and the validity of the 
divorcee denied by common consent on 
the ground that Underwood was not 
subject to the jurisdiction of?the Ar- 
kansas courts at the time the proceed- 
ings took place. 

In the action just decided in her favor 
Mrs. Underwood charged her husband 
with desertion, alleging that he had 
left home several years ago, without 
provocation or excuse. The answer to 
the complaint relates a different story. 
Underwood alleges that his wife had a 


bad habit of emptying a bucket of 


water upon him whenever she took a 
notion, and that she was not always 
as particular as she might have been 
as to the degree of cleanliness of the 
fluid. 

Mrs. Underwood stated that she was 
the owner of real estate in this city, 
and requested that she be awarded per- 
manent right to its possession. 

The objection to the suit, as stated 
by Underwood in his answer, appears 
to be based entirely upon the claim 
made to the ownership of the property 
by Mrs. Underwood.
